 The Mahaska County Board of Supervisors met in regular session on the above date at 
9:00 a.m. in the third floor conference room of the Mahaska County courthouse.  Present were 
the following board members: Chairman – Henry VanWeelden; Vice chairman – Mark 
Groenendyk and Member – Steve Wanders.

 It was moved by Groenendyk seconded by Wanders to approve and authorize signature 
on HIPAA Business Associate Agreement with ISAC’s Iowa Counties Technology Services.  All 
present voted aye.  Motion carried. 

 It was moved by Groenendyk seconded by Wanders to appoint Kurt Kollasch as the fifth 
member of the Veterans Affairs Commission for a three year term effective September 2, 2018 
and ending June 30, 2021.  All present voted aye.  Motion carried. 

 Cheryl Brown, Mahaska County Agency on Aging Director, spoke to the board on the 
history (45 years) and services that are offered for seniors in Mahaska County through their 
programming.  

 It was moved by Groenendyk seconded by Wanders to authorize signature on binder 
agreement with Wellmark to add Dr on Demand feature to plan that should have been done July 
1, 2018.  This will be effective September 1, 2018.  No change in rates.  All present voted aye.
